* a Clock laft Night: The Count de Noyetles, who 
* commanded the Detachment of 38 Squadrons and 
‘ the Pofts of Neerhefpen and Hilletheim, fucceeded 
* perfectly weli, and diftinguith’d bimf{clf extremely ; 
as did alfo the Prince of Heffe, and all che orher 
“ Generals that were in the Action ; and the Troops 
accquitted themfelyes with a Bravery fur paffing all 
* that could be hop’d. After the Enemy were re- 
uls’d, I caus’d the Troops to advance towards this 
lace, where I oblig’d the Battalion ‘of Monluc 
‘ that were in it, to yield themfelyes Prifoners at Dif 
¢ cretion.

The 15th’ and 16th, feveral Bridges were laid 
* over the Mchaigne, and Monfieur d’Auverquerque. 
»pafs’d that River the nexr Morning. The 17th in, 
‘the Evening our Army under the Duke of Marl- 
* borough were order’d to ftrike. their Tents and 
* march at the Beat of the Tattoo. But before that, 
‘ che Difpoficion for the Attack wasthus order’d viz, 
‘ Abour 8 a Clock at Night the Count de Noyelles 
march’d with certain Number of Battalions and 
« Squadrons, with 8 Pieces of Cannon and feveral 
« Waggons loaded with Tools, Beaths, and Planks, 
, tolay Bridges-over the River Gherce which runs, 
, juft before the Enemy’s Lines : (600 Men were or- 
, der'd out of the Detachment to march with the 
Waggons ;) He took his way over ithe Plain to- 
wards St. Geertrnyden Landen, which he left on 
bis Right ; bending his March towards Hellitheim, 
, where he propos'd to arrive by Day-Light the 18th 
, Inftant. At the fame time Liewtenant General

* tachment under the Count de Noyelles. The Night 
¢ pores very dark, the Guides of the Count de 
oyelles could nor find the way, and Was at 4

‘ 10 aClock at Night, and were ina Readynefs t¢ 
have given us a warm Reception had we atrack’d 
* them on the other fide of the Mehaigne : But about 
* 5 a Clock iathe Morning of the 18th they‘had No- 
‘ tice of our March towards Hellifieim ; ow whick 
‘ they immediately fent 4 Squadrons of Horfe'ard 4

‘ Horfe ; who would not ftay to be gall’d, bur path= 
‘ ing forward put the Enemy to the Roure; and rook 
‘their Cannon. During this Difpute; the Enemy's: 
* Foot having pofted themfelvesin a hollow Way; 
‘ fir'd forartly upon fome of our foreign Horfe ; but 
* feeing their own Horfe run, they follow’d their Ex. - 
* ample, and betook themfelves to theit Heels, By 
* this Time the Elector ‘of Bavaria; and thé-Marfhal 
‘ de Villeroy advane’d with fome more Squadrons, 
* but when they had feen what Pofture we were in, 
‘ they thought it beft to retire. The Difficulty of 
‘ paffling the River Ghete, made our Troops advancé 
* fo flowly, that we had not a fufficient Body to pure
